Claim 12 is drawn to a method for screening a candidate compound for the ability to reduce cellular proliferation comprising the steps 
of: (a) providing a sublethal level of an antisense nucleic acid complementary to at least a portion of a nucleic acid encoding a gene 
product in a cell to reduce the activity or amount of said gene product in said cell, thereby producing a sensitized cell, wherein said 
gene product is a gene product whose activity or amount is reduced by an antisense nucleic acid comprising a nucleotide sequence of 
SEQ ID NO: 1463, provided that cell is a prokaryotic organism. 

Claim 68 is drawn to a method for screening a candidate compound for the ability to reduce cellular proliferation comprising the steps 
of: (a) providing a sublethal level of an antisense nucleic acid complementary to at least a portion of a nucleic acid encoding a gene 
product in a cell to reduce the activity or amount of said gene product in said cell, thereby producing a sensitized cell, wherein said 
gene product is a gene product whose activity or amount is reduced by an antisense nucleic acid comprising a nucleotide sequence of 
SEQ ID NO: 1463, provided that cell is a prokaryotic organism, wherein said gene product is SEQ ID NO: 12600. 

Claim 77 is drawn to a method for screening a candidate compound for the ability to reduce cellular proliferation comprising the steps 
of: (a) providing a sublethal level of an antisense nucleic acid complementary to at least a portion of a nucleic acid encoding a gene 
product in a cell to reduce the activity or amount of said gene product in said cell, thereby producing a sensitized cell, wherein said 
gene product is a gene product whose activity or amount is reduced by an antisense nucleic acid comprising a nucleotide sequence of 
SEQ ID NO: 1463, provided that cell is a prokaryotic organism, wherein said nucleic acid encoding said gene product with reduced 
activity or amount is SEQ ID NO:4228.
